As. your Excellency. is 
aware, I, at the time, did not 
views entertained by Dr.-Clark, and requested 
thet the matter might recsive further attention, 
Owing to an accident, my memo toyour Excel- 
lenoy.was not broaytt up before the Board, and 
aa time had elapsed K thought it beat to lot the 
mutter drop, But now that the matler has again 
cropped up, I request por Excellency to bring 
the matter up for full investigation, Tt ig not 
fors moment: anggested that Dr.*Clurk “has 
made his statement loosely or carelessly... What 
is contended by Major Williams (in charge of 
tha Parade Ground), is that Ir. Clark has

is that if yots in any number were found 
iu the neighbourhood, he must have seen 
them, whereas with all the search posnible made 
affer bis attention had. been drawn to the 
matter, he has not seen them, neither have they 
been seen in any bumber in Murray Barracks. 
Only one dead rat has been found on the Parade 
Ground during the lust sight months. Major 
Williams is himself living in a tent on the 
ground, and it would bo impossible for rata in | 
any number to be there without his: seaing 
them. Onur contention is that the ple from 
whom Dr. Clark has received his information 
have -misled him: I would certainly desire 
therefore thut attention should be drawn to this." 
‘Dr. Clark was asked to report, and 
minuted as follows :—“*The Inxpector of 
the District. reports that during the past 
two. months over. 2,200 dead rats - have 
been found ia the neighbourhood of the 
Parade’ Ground, and the cricket ground. 
This avernges over 36 a day. Further com- 
ment is. I think noedless. ‘Theso rate wero 
collected within a radius of 200 yards of-the 
Parade Ground. and if we count only those 
from the City Hull, Government Offices, Murray 
Barracks aud. Beaconsficld Arcade, they total 
1,080.for the two montha, or over 17 per day.

5, No discarded food should be allowed to lia 
about in kitchens or yards. ‘ 

6, All drainsand drain-inletas, traps, ete., should | 
be flashed daily: with.a bucket. or clean water. 

9. Coolie. quurters should bo regularly in- 
spected and strict cleanliness enforced. 

With regard to this last clause, I (Dr. Clark) 
regret to say that the coolie quarters of many 
of-tha offices and dwellings on the lower levels 
are allowed to get in a most filthy condition, 
owing in part no doubt to the fact thatsuch 
querters ‘are often used in common by the 
pervants of several firms. The maintenance of 
the cleanliness of such quarters is, both by law 
and by commonsonee, the duty of the householder 
and not of the Sanitary. Authority, and with 
plague epidemic in the colony, it is surely not 
unreasonable toask that oach tirmshould depute 
one of its assistants to makesdaily or evan 
weekly inspection of the coolie-quarters attached 
to the office, and to institute a quarterly lime- 
washing of all such quarters, instead of waiting 
for the occurrence of & case of plague, ‘or. the 
finding of a dead rat, and then having ‘a prand 
clear-out ‘of the accumulated filth of weeks pr 
months. ‘ ; .
